Since  some  of  these  data  are  regularly  compiled  by  other 
agencies,  it  is  suggested  that  current  revisions  of  basic  data, 
particularly  the  estimates  of  total  income  and  expenditures  of 
the  Department  of  Commerce  and  the  estimates  of  prices  by 
the  Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics  can  best  be  obtained  directly 
in  publications  from  those  agencies.
